Nixon Reaffirms N o’Stand

- 
President Nixon will not resign 
“under any circumstances” nor 
will he temporarily relinquish 
office under pressures of the 
Watergate scandals, he said in 
an interview published today. 
Nixon 
vowed to fight im­ 
peachm ent “ as effectively as 
we can,” and expressed confi­ 
dence that he could run the 
country and his own defense 
sim ultaneously if the House 
votes to impeach him and he 
is put on trial by the Senate. 
In an interview with syndicat­ 
ed columnist James J. Kilpa­ 
trick, his first meeting with a 
single newsman since 1972, the 
President discussed Watergate 
and 
the 
controversial 
White 
House tape recordings as well 
as his views on 
conducting 
United States foreign policy. 
On foreign policy, particular­ 
ly, he said “it would be wrong” 
for 
him 
to 
step 
aside 
because ot the gap it would 
create.

Tuesday in Nixon’s Oval Office, 
lasting 80 minutes, Kilpatrick 
said

The Republic said that while 
state police have assigned otti- 
cers paid by tax dollars to the 
track, the Marion County sheriff 
and police at Indianapolis and 
Speedway have refused to send 
men uiMde unless their salaries 
are paid by the Speedway. 
The Speedway has refused to 
do so in the past. Track presi­ 
dent Tony Hulmán was unavail­ 
able for comment Wednesday. 
The various other police agen­ 
cies have assigned officers only 
to traffic control work outside 
the sprawling racing plant. 
The use of the troopers inside 
the facility was defended by 
Larry Furnas, a legal officer 
with the state police. 
“Our thfcorv is that we know 


that there are violations of the 
law committed in there such as 
under-age drinking, public in­ 
toxication and illicit use of 
drugs.” he said. “As long as 
we have probable cause, we 
have a reason to go in there." 
"There’s also health and wel- 
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fare type violations that do exist. 
These things are there,” Furnas 
said. 


“The concern over tax dollars 
is legitimate,” he said. "How­ 
ever, we go into privately owned 
taverns and make arrests tor 
illegal sale ol alcoholic bever­ 
ages.” 


“Security oflicers at the track 
can’t make arrests. The most 
they can do is evict law violat­ 
ors,” Furnas said. "Although the 
speedway isn't paying, I or our 
services, we have a public duly 
to enforce the law ” 


Furnas said that despite re­ 
ports to the contrary, the speed­ 
way lias never helped finance 


the state police operation at the 
speedway, although officers have 
been assigned to the infield for 
a number of years. 


The Republic said it learned 
that the speedway employs a 
work force of about 1,500, most 
ot whom are security guards. 


The newspaper also reported 
on an interview with state po­ 
lice Sgt. Cliff Francis, one of 
the command officers in charge 
of the track detail. 


“The speedway is private pro­ 
perty but because admissions 
are being charged and anyone 
can enter, the race becomes a 
public event,” Francis told the 
newspaper. 


Francis said 40 state police­ 
men were on duty inside the 
track during time trials last 
Saturday, but when, lighting, 
broke out in the infield, 181 offi­ 
cers became involved 


About a dozen persons were 
arrested and several persons, in­ 
cluding police, were injured in 
the rock and bottling throwing 
incident. 


The Republic said "the talk 
around state police posts is that 
troopers hope their superiors 
will make the same decision” 
reached by other police agen­ 
cies—not to assign officers to 
the inside of the track unless 
the speedway pays the bill.

One of the ministries of the Holy Spirit is 
that of reproving, or convicting. Though He is 
gentle in His relation to us, and patient in His 
dealings, He is nontheless the Spirit of Truth. 
Thus He will ultimately relate to us as to our 
manner of response to the truth He reveals. 
Many claim that the conscience is the only 
safe inner light by which to navigate. But the 
conscience is itself a vulnerable spiritual and 
moral device. Feed it wrong information, and 
like a computer, its readout can be 
destructive. Just as the inner ear can become 
deaf, and the traffic signal may short out, so 
the conscience has its limitations. 
But the Holy Spirit is the unfolder of truth, 
and He may reprogram and resensitize the 
conscience. The writer of the Book of 
Hebrews rejoices in this possibility: "How 
much more shall the blood of Christ, who 
through the eternal Spirit offered himself 
without spot go God. purge your conscience 
from dead works to serve the living God?" 
(Hebrew 9:14). 
The Bible speaks of an "evil conscience," a 
"weak conscience," a "seared conscience," 
and a "good conscience." Only the Holy Spirit 
can relate to the conscience in a redemptive 
way. The tragedy of the ages is that too many 
are too self-centered to allow the Holy Spirit 
complete liberty to purge their soul—and this 
process would have to begin at the conscience 
level. He will not coerce, and He always 
retreats gently at rejection. But insolong as 
there is response to truth He works quietly 
away within us leading, exploring, revealing, 
guiding, reassuring, sanctioning, censuring, 
reproving, blessing and comforting. He does 
this as long as He has the consent and 
cooperation of the will. He never has to be 
told to depart or to proceed He knows the will 
far better than we know it.

Navel oranges and Valencia 
oranges 
are 
found 
in 
good 
supply now in most grocery 
stores. Perhaps you have a hard 
time 
telling 
the 
difference 
between the two. 
Westeri.igrown V a 1 e n c i as 
'begin to arrive in the market 
in early February. California- 
Arizona Valencias have very 
few seeds and are versatile for 
juicing or snacks. Navels, the 
seedless 
variety 
of 
oranges, 
have a navel formation o-ppositc 
the stem end. They are usually 
available 
November 
through 
May and are famous as “ the 
eating orange” . 
The' longer oranges remain on 
the 
tree, 
the 
sweeter 
they 
become. This is the reason the 
last of the season’s navels are 
tasting so sweet compared with 
the early crop of Valencias. 
However, before 
picking 
is 
allowed, an orange grown in 
California 
or 
Arizona 
must 
reach a sugar-acid ration of 8-1. 
As the season progresses, the 
Valencia is less tart, becoming 
sweeter and sweeter. 
As the Valencia orange season 
progresses, nature has another 
surprise for orange lovers. It’s 
a phenomenon which may make 
you 
erroneously 
think 
the 
orange is unripe. 
The phenomenon is know as 
regreening and occurs only with 
Valencia oranges. The young 
orange begins to turn orange 
in early December or January. 
As. the fruit grows and matures 
it reaches a rich orange color. 
As it hangs on the tree and 
the weather' becomes wanner, 
it actually begins to turn green 
again. It is thought that warm 
ground 
temperatures 
cause 
chlorophyll

coloring) to return to the skins.

BULK BEEF BUYING 
Many families buy beef in 
quantity, by the quarter or side. 
If freezer space and money is 
available this 
may 
be 
an 
economical way to buy. 
Bulk beef buyers commonly 
buy either a. side, forequarter, 
or hindquarter of beef. A beef 
side is half the carcass split 
lenghtwise from front to back. 
It is both the fore and hind­ 
quarter. Buying a while side 
involves 
a 
considerable 
cash 
outlay. Also, since an average 
350-pound side provides 240 to 
270 pounds of usable beef, you’ll 
need ample 
freezer 
storage 
space. If you. prefer, a smaller 
purchase, select a forequarter 
or hindquarter, both are only 
about one-fourth of a carcass. 
A forequarter is the front half 
of 
a 
side 
It 
contains 
the 
following sections or “wholesale 
cuts” : 
the 
rib, 
chuck, 
fore 
shank, 
brisket 
and 
plate. 
A 
forequarter contains the delec­ 
table rib cuts, has more usable 
lean meat, and usually costs 


less per pound than the hin­ 
dquarter. On the other hand, the 
forequarter has more of the 
l e s s - t e n d e r cuts ( chuck, 
foreshank, brisket, and plate) 
than 'the hindquarter. 
Chuck 
cuts make up about half of the 
forequarter’s weight,. AH, less 
tender cuts require moist heat 
for proper cooking. The average 
forequarter from a 350-pound 
side 
wiE 
weigh 
about 
180 
pounds. After much of the fat 
and bone have been trimmed 
away, it yields 130-145 pounds 
of beef. 
A hindquarter is the back half 
of the side. It contains the short 
loin, sirloin, round, and. Hank 
sections. 
A 
hindquarter' 
has 
more of the more tender cuts 
than the forequarter. It also 
gives you more of the very 
tender 
steaks 
and 
roasts. 
However, a hindquarter has a 
lower yield of usable lean meat 
and 
usually 
costs 
more per 
pound 
than 
the 
forequarter. 
Much of the hindquarter can 
be cooked with dry heat, but 
parts of the round and the 
entire flank 'Contain less tender 
cuts that require moist heat 
cooking. 
An 
average 
hin­ 
dquarter from a 350-pound side 
will weigh nearly 170 pounds 
and 
give 
you 
from 
110-125 
pounds of usable meat. 
So if you’re looking for the 
most economical purchase that 
wiE give you the most usable 
meat, a forequarter is what you 
probable want. But, if you want 
more of the tender and suc­ 
culent steaks 
and roasts, 
a 
hindquarter would be your best 
bet. 'Consider the diara.rteristi.es 
of each and decide which you 
prefer. If you want both, but 
a 
side. 
But 
remember 
a 
side.forequarter, or hindquarter 
is not aB steak and roast; each 
wiU give you a considerable 
amount of ground beef. 
Another alternative you might 
consider is to buy only the 
particular 
retail 
cuts 
you 
prefer. Watch for advertised 
“ specials” on 'these cuts and 
you can often save money. This 
method enables you to buy as 
little or as much, of a particular 
cut as you desire. It also allows 
you to control the amount of 
money you spend at one time.

But Senate advocates of 
trading reform point to a re­ 
cent General Accounting Office 
report caUing for separation of 
trading regulation from Agri­ 
culture for a somewhat similar 
reason. 
“To remove any appearance 
of conflict of interest, and to 
instill the fullest public confi­ 
dence, 
the 
Congress 
should 
establish an agency . . . sepa­ 
rate from the Agriculture De­ 
partment to regulate all futures 
trading," the GAO said. It said

interest 
conflict 
might exist with the secretary 
of agriculture on the commis­ 
sion because his bask job in­ 
volves actions which could af­ 
fect commodity prices.

But guides to freshness are

many food processors and

are 
putting 
“ open 
dating” 
on 
perishable 
and 
semiperishable foods, she adds. 
Dr. 
Greger 
defines 
“ open 
dating* 
as 
any 
date 
on 
packaged 
food 
that 
can be 
easily read and understood by 
the consumer. It can be a useful 
shopping 
tool 
for 
the 
well- 
informed consumer. 
She says the date may be a 
“ pack date,” which is the date 
of final packaging or processing 
or it may be the “pull date,’’ 
which is the last day of a retail 
store may sell the food. It may 
be the “ quality assurance or 
freshness date.” which meant 
the processor thinks the product 
will be at peak of quality until 
this date. Or it 
may be the 
“ expiration date.” which is the 
last day when the item should 
be consumed. 
“ Most often open dates are 
* p u 11 
dates', 
or 
‘quality 
t sur anee dates.* If you aren’t 
sure what dating policy your 
local stores use, «sk the store 
m anagers,' Dr. Greger says. 
The United States Departm ent 
o f 
Agriculture’s 
Economic 
Research Service in cooperation 
with a private research group 
has studied the im pact of open 
dating. In one survey of 13,000 
consumers they found that open 
dating reduced by about half 
the 
incidence 
of 
shopper’s 
compla’nts 
a'bout spoiled and 
stale foods, the specialist notes. 
“ So look for open dating and 
learn what it means in your 
local 
stores,” 
Dr. 
Greger 
concludes.

Of course, protected buildings 
are safer than unprotected ones, 
but any building is safer than 
the outdoors during a storm. So 
the first rule of safety when 
a thunderstorm aproaches is 
to seek proper shelter. 
If this is not available to you,

metal shield. 
A person caught out in the 
open should stay low and seek 
a ditch or depression. Avoid a 
tree or cluster of trees in an 
open area.

Attar of roses is a yellow or green oil distilled from rose 
petals and used for centuries in the manufacture of perfumes. 
Attar of roses is more valuable than gold — twice as valuable. 
The European country of Bulgaria is the major producer of 
attar and keeps hundreds of drums on deposit in foreign banks 
in order to maintain an international supply. The attar oil 
from Bulgaria comes from a central region in Bulgaria some 
sixty miles long and six miles wide. The 360 square mile area 
is densely planted with roses chiefly of the highly fragrant red 
damask type. It has often been said that this region is the 
sweetest smelling area in the world. The petal harvest begins 
in May and continues for about three weeks. The cut flowers 
are loaded on carts and taken to local distilleries. Two tons 
of rose petals when distilled will yield only one pound of attar.

If your property suffered tor­ 
nado damage, you may be able 
to salvage more than you first 
hoped, 
says 
Sandra 
Shank, 
Extension housing specialist at 
Purdue University. 
Mrs. Shank says that some 
funiture and bedding may be 
salvaged — even if it has suf­ 
fered some w ater damage. 
‘ ‘ T a k e 
wooden 
furniture 
outdoors and remove as many 
drawers, 
slides, 
and 
working 
parts as possible. To do this, 
remove the back — cutting it 
out if you have to — and push 
out the drawers. Forcing the 
drawers from the front may 
cause more dam age,” she says. 
When 
moving 
parts 
are 
removed, clean off the furniture 
with a hose. Then take it in­ 
doors to dry slowly. Left in the 
sun, soaked furniture will warp. 
If you have veneered fur­ 
niture that has been damaged, 
a cabinet maker may be the 
best bet, Mrs. Shank notes. He 
has the special skills and tools 
needed for repair. 
“ Some 
furniture, 
especially 
that made of solid wood, may 
be salvaged by re gluing,” she 


acics. 
Mrs. Shank goes on to say 
t h a t 
upholstered 
furniture 
requires immediate attention to' 
minimize mildew. Brush loose 
dirt from upholstered furniture 
and shampoo the fabric. 
‘You 
can 
remove 
mildew 
with a cloth wrung out of dilute 
alcohol,” she says, adding that 
one cup denatured alchol to one 
cup water is a good strength. 
After wiping the upholstery, let 
it dry thoroughly. 
If you furnitures has been 
wet for along time, the stuffing 
may become mildewed or start 
to decay. In this case, Mrs. 
Shank suggests that you place 
the furniture in a tightly closed 
room and fumigate by burning 
formaldehyde candles. 
“ Drycleaning 
o r 
storage 
companies 
also perform 
this 
service,” she adds. 
.An 
experienced 
upholsterer 
may be called in if upholstered 
furniture is quite deteriorated. 
He 
can replace 
stuffing 
and 
clean and oil springs, as well 
as re-do upholstery. 
You. may be able to salvage 
some storm'-d a m a. ged bed din g, 
too, the specialist continues. A 


soiid innerspring m attre" may 
be renovated by a company that 
builds and repairs m attresses. 


“ If you must use a damaged 
mattress 
tem porarily,” 
Mrs. 
Shank 
says, 
“ scrape off the 
surface dirt 
and dry in the 
sunlight as much as posible. 
Then cover it with rubber or 
plastic sheeting.” 


Shake and. brush blankets to 
remove 
surface 
dirt, 
Mrs. 
Shank 
advises. 
Then 
wash, 
u s i n g 
the 
m anufacturer’s 
directions. 


No directions? Then soak the 
blanket 
without 
agitation 
in. 
lukewarm detergent suds for 15 
minutes, turning it two or three 
times by hand during the soak 
period. Then spin until water 
is drained off. 
If necessary, 


soak again in clean suds water. 


Then in-e two or three times 
in. lukewarm water. Soak each 
time for five minutes, turning 
once or twice by hand. Spin 
dry after each soak period. 


Hang the blanket over two 
lines to finish drying, gently 
stretching 
it 
into 
shape and 
brushing its nap. 


Turning to 
the 
subject 
of 
sheets, towels, and table linens, 
the specialist suggests rinsing 
mud-stained 
fabric 
in 
cold 
water. “ Wash in warm sudsy 
water,” she adds. “ Hot suds 
will set red and. yellow clay 
stains. Rinse well.” 
You may w'ant to bleich white 
cottons and linens with chlorine 
in later washings, she adds.

ITHACA, N Y. (U PI) - Two 
Cornell University researcher* 
say their work indicates that 
birds live in a sensory world 
unknown to man. 
They 
claim 
their 
study 
proves, for the first time, that 
birds can sense sm all changes 
in air pressure. This capability, 
they 
say, 
at 
least 
partially 
explains how birds are able to 
navigate 
their 
way 
to 
an 
unknown site and return home 
during m igratory periods. 
Wiliam T. Keeton and Melvin 
L. Kronen say, however, that, 
while birds possess the pres­ 
sure sensing ability, they are 
unsure as to the extent to which 
bird can use the power. 
The use of the sensing ability 
might explain the reason birds 
seemingly pick their nights for 
migration. Keton and Kreiten 
say the 
ability 
to judge air 
pressure 
while 
still 
on 
the 
ground would enable them to 
pick the best time for marathon 
migration flights. 
'“ Predicting W eather” 
The sensing ability "could be 
valuable to birds for predicting 


a night’s weather, such as the 
passage of a cold front,” they 
said. 


Keeton, professor of neurobi­ 
ology and behavior, and Krei­ 
ten. a post-doctoral associate at 
the New' York State College of 
Agriculture and Life Sciences 
at Cornell, said the possibility 
exists 
that 
birds 
have 
the 
sensory powers to locate air 
turbulence. 
“ There are patterns of air 
turbulence, 
and 
other 
depar­ 
tures from smooth flow, which 
could 
influence 
the 
direction 
and 
energy 
cost 
of 
bird 
flights,” they said. “ By detect­ 
ing barom etric pressure, 
and 
using winds to their advantage, 
birds may be able to extend the 
distance 
flown 
on 
a 
given 
amount of fat reserve.” 
The 
scientists 
theorize 
that 
the 
receptor 
for pressure is 
located within the bird’s ears. 
They said additional research 
would be needed to clarify the 
process 
which, 
if 
they 
are 
correct, 
will 
solve 
one 
of 
nature's 
most 
baffling 
ques­ 
tions.

the last century, they formed 
around major issues such as 
slavery, tariffs and nationally 
financed public works. 
The parties 
developed 
from 
the grass roots upward, and 
that it wasn’t until large groups 
identified 
with 
one 
side 
or 
another on the major questions 
of public policy that national 
leaders emerged to champion 
their causes. 
Life being simpler in those 
days, the issues with which the 
political parties were identified 
perm itted sharp differences of 
opinion—for 
or 
against 
gold 
coinage; 
for or against free 
trade; for or against national 
highways and -canals. 
Today, 
the issue differences 
between the parties are blur­ 
red. Democratic and Republi­ 
can politicians may argue over 
the best ways to stem inflation, 
achieve full employment, con­ 
trol crime, promete 
equality, 
protect 
the 
environment 
and 
improve «-'uca'.ion. 
The Same Goals 
But they are talking about 
the same goals—what Nelson 
Rockefeller called he 
“ main­ 
stream ,’’ what Lyndon Johnson 


meant 
by 
“ consensus,” 
and 
what 
George 
Wallace 
was 
talking 
about 
when 
he 
said 
there “ isn’t a dime’s worth of 
difference” between the major 
parties. 
The national candidates who 
have emerged in this situation 
may be very different in image 
and 
personality, 
but 
anyone 
who 
has 
tried 
to 
compare 
recent party platforms or the 
individual 
issue 
positions 
of 
opposing 
candidates 
usually 
finds 
little 
basic 
conflict 
in 
goals. 
This is one explanation for 
contests resulting in near ties 
between essentially mainstream

The Labor Departm ent’s Bu­ 
reau of Labor Statistics has 
reported output per man hour 
fell by 5.5 per cent in the first 
quarter—with about 2 points of 
the drop in the farm sector. 
The 3.5 point drop in private, 
nonfarm work production is a 
■ymptom 
of 
economic 
reces­ 
sion, rather 'than an indication 
that the work force is growing 
less efficient. 
‘I 
don’t 
think 
workers 
suddenly became unproductive 
between 
D e c e m b e r 
and 
M arch,” said Arthur M. Okun, 
senior fellow at the Brokings 
Institution and chairman of the 
Johnson administration's Coun­ 
cil of Economic Advisers. 
Lower Prices 
AFL-CIO economic chief Na­ 
than 
Goldfinger agrees it is 
“ not a reflection of inefficient 
output by workers.’ And Dr. 
Richard S. Landry, economist 
for 
the 
U.S. 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce, believes the decline 
in worker output is a signal 
that the “ economy peaked late 
in calendar year ’73.” 
Within 
the 
sagging 
worker 
production 
figures, 
however, 
lies 
the 
promise 
of 
more 
plentiful and possibly cheaper 
food 
supplies 
for consumers— 
depending 
on 
U.S. 
weather 
conditions and harvest in other 
nations. 
Traditionally, 
farm 
produc­ 
tion based on the flow of dollar 
income against dollars paid out 
declines 
in 
the 
winter 
and 
spring when, fields are being 
tilled and planted. The produc­ 
tion 
figures 
reverse 
in 
the 
summer and fall when crops 
are harvested. 
In the first quarter of 1974, 
however, there was a “ sharp” 
drop in farm output,, according 


to 
Labor 
Department 
statis­ 
ticians. They said this confirms 
Agriculture Department reports 
that farmers are putting more 
land into production and that 
weather has been unseasonably 
kind. 
Factory Production Declined 
But aside from the prospects 
of more food, which could lead 
to stable or lower prices to 
consumers, 
is 
the 
gloomy 
confirmation that the nonfarm, 
economy is in decline. 
The Chamber’! Landry points 
out that factory worker produc­ 
tion declined by 2.2 per cent in 
the 
first 
quarter, 
a 
slight 
im provement from the 3.3 per 
cent drop in the last quarter of 
1973. 
When an economy booms and 
expansion 
i s at 
its 
peak, 
industry 
hires 
inexperienced 
workers to keep production up. 
Their 
efficiency 
is 
less than 
skilled workers and it shows in 
output per 
man 
hour. 
This 
occurred in the fourth quarter. 
With labor force cutbacks in 
the first quarter, there was a 
return to skilled employes and 
a slight improvement in output 
per man-hour. 
This paradox, according to 
Landry, is a sign the economy 
peaked in the curent case in 
the closing months of 1973. 
Goldfinger says the pattern 
during recession is for manu­ 
facturers to lay of blue collar 
p r o d u c t i o n workers, while 
maintaining 
white 
collar 
se­ 
cretarial, bookeeping, sales and 
executive 
staffs. 
The 
payroll 
remains 
relatively high 
com­ 
pared with the volume of goods 
produced. 
For example, the 
AFL-CIO 
economist 
said, 
blue 
collar 
employment slipped about 1 per 
cent in the quarter and the 
dollar 
value 
of 
industrial 
production was down 8.5 per 
cent. 
“It’s 
a 
typical 
recession 
pattern,” 
said 
Okun. “Our 
workers 
have 
not 
become 
inefficient. The only inefficien­ 
cy is to let the economy go to 
hell.”

Minister Elliott Trudeau led his 
Liberal party to victory on. the 
image 
of 
a 
brash

intellectual who spoke his mind 
on the issues, did not hesitate 
to cuss out his opponents and 
was the object of enthusiastic 
shows oi affection from, young 
Canadian, womanhood. 
The 
campaign 
had 
sobered 
somewhat 
in 
1972 
and 
the 
Liberals 
emerged 
from 
that 
election with only 109 seats in 
Parliam ent 
to 
106 
for 
their 
chief opponents, the 
Progres­ 
sive Conservatives. Holding the 
balance of power with 31 seats 
was a Socialist group, the New 
Democratic party. 
On 
May 
8, 
the 
Trudeau 
government fell when the New 
Democrats deserted it on the 
issue of a $23.95 billion budget 
for the year ending next March 
31. New elections will be held 
on July 8. 
Politically, 
the 
chief 
issue 
was inflation, which in March 
was 10.4 per cent higher than a 
year ago. 
Recapture Charm 
But among Canadian voters it 
also was noteworthy that some 
of Trudea 
charisma 
of

remained. 
A public opinion poll gave 
him a rating more than twice 
as high as that of his principal 
opponent, Robert L. Stanfield, 
leader 
of

Conservatives.

savings program 
for 
persons 
planning

On the other end of the 
scale, it had sugested a 10 per 
cent income surtax on large 
corporations, higher taxes and 
petroleum 
and 
mining 
enter­ 
prises 
and 
higher 
levies 
on 
tobacco and liquor. 
It ignored Conservative de­ 
mands 
for 
wage 
and 
price 
controls and the New Demo­ 
cratic 
p arty ’s 
proposals 
for 
“ selective” price controls and a 
two-price system which would 
reduce 
the 
cost 
of 
basic 
commodities 
at 
home 
but 
export them at the higher level 
of the world m arket. 
Aside 
from 
inflation, 
a 
common 
ailment 
worldwide, 
Canadians have not been doing 
so 
badly. 
Unemployment 
is 
down and recognition of Canada 
a s a nation in Its own right with 
its own characteristics is at an 
all-time high. 
Between the chief individuals 
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involved, Stanfléld exudes con­ 
fidence 
to 
aoon 
will 
be 
Canada’s new prim e minister. 
Trudeau 
promises 
a 
strong 
fight

promotion of his own budget. 
Prognosticators say the Lib­ 
erals might regain, a majority
